Mr. BARRTTI juſtly 
thought this Carmen was made to be ung; he there- 
fore has had it ſet to muſic, and has been long 
ſeeking ( as he ſays himſelf in his Preface) an original 
genius to compoſe this work in a ſtile quite new; 
he imagined that Mr. PRrLIDpo (of whoſe ſeveral 
works he has heard) was the only man who could 
fulfil his 1 intentions. The ſucceſs this work has bad 
in the Courts of Europe, is a proof that he was not 
miſtaken; many Sovereigns have teſtified their ap- 
probation to Mr. Pmfpox, and the Erk ESS of 
Russia has been pleaſed, through Baxon Grimm 
(the Miniſter P lenipotentiary at the Court of France)
